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Oklahoma City, Ok., July 16.—Thir­ 
ty thousand letters will leave the Ok­ 
lahoma Anti-Saloon League’s head­ 
quarters next week, telling prohibi­ 
tionists that a vote for William H. 
Murray of Tishomingo, Democratic 
candidate for governor, 
is 
a 
vote 
against resubmission and that a vote 
for Lee Cruce of Ardmore .is a vote 
for resubmission of the liquor ques­ 
tion. The league recommends that its 
adherents in the democratic party 
support Mr. Murray. On the repub­ 
lican ticket both Ferguson and Mc­ 
Neal were' accepted as atisfactory, al­ 
though, the league says, their posi­ 
tions are restricted in one respect. 
Indorsements issued by the orga­ 
nization today were the result of sev­ 
eral days’ conference of the head­ 
quarters committee, after receiving 
personal replies from gubernatorial 
candidates, and while it was also in­ 
tended to endorse a candidate for 
Attorney General, that now seems 
improbable. • The official 
announce­ 
m ent among other things, says: 
“The several candidates had prev­ 
iously been requested to state in writ­ 
ing their 'poteftion upon the questions 
;.in which they were especially inter­ 
ested—prohibition, 
law 
inforcement 
and resubmission and the replies of 
those who responded were read and 
carefully considered. Of the demo­ 
cratic candidates, Mr. Ross is run­ 
ning on a straight license platform, 
with the 
three opponents—Murray, 
Cruce and Kirk—seeking to divide 
the prohibition vote. 
/ ‘The situation is perilous. 
If the 
prohibitionists should 
divide 
their 
votes between Murray, 
Cruce 
and 
Kirk, Ross could obtain the nomina­ 
tion, although he should receive only 
a little more than 20 per cent of the 
democratic votes. He could be nomi­ 
nated by far less than the number 
who have signed the petition for re­ 
submission already filed.” 
The league states that it had hop­ 


ed Kirk would withd-aw from the 
race ere this and it regards him as 
I particularly unfriendly to the cause 
although it says he makes the open 
statement that he is running as a 
prohibition candidate. From this the 
league concludes that the presence 
of Kirk in the race means the di­ 
vision of the prohibition vote, and 
adds that no prohibitionist can af­ 
ford to waste a vote on this candi 
date. The official announcement con­ 
tinues: 
“Statements were read from Mr. 
Cruce and Mr. Murray, which indi- 
catedthat 
both stand for prohibition 
and law enforcement, but they dif­ 
fer radically on the question of sub­ 
mission, which is at this time the 
vital issue before us. Gov. Haskell, 
who from the beginning of the con­ 
stitutional convention has most hero. 
ically and ably fought the battle of 
the 
prohibitionists, 
has 
taken the 
position 
that 
the 
twenty-one-year 
clause in our constitution is binding, 
and, therefore, settles the prohibi­ 
tion question for that period of time. 
“In harmony with this view, Gov. 
Haskell has not only declared him­ 
self to be personally opposed to re­ 
submission, but has refused to call 
an election on the proposition un­ 
til the court of last resort shall have 
decided such election to be constitu­ 
tional and valid. In 
this 
position 
Gov. Haskell is sustained by the best 
lawyers of the land; they believe that 
this position of the governor’s will 
be fully sustained by the courts. 
Furthermore, a resubmission elec­ 
tion before such judical construction 
of the twenty-one year clause, would 
settle nothing. The liquor interests 
with their millions of slush funds 
would, if permitted by the governor, 
initiate these elections over and over 
again, and keep the state constantly 
in turmoil and the anti-saloon forces 
at continued and great expense. But 
so long as we have a governor who 
holds the position taken by Gov. Has­ 
kell, our prohibition is secure. 
‘‘If however, we elect a governor 
who does not take this position, but 
consents to call such an election 
prior to such court decision, it is 
certain that we shall have resub­ 
mission during his administration. 
“Mr. Cruce declares that he is in 
favor of prohibition and law enforce­ 
ment and opposed to resubmission. 
However, he distinctly declared that 
notwithstanding bis personal objec­ 
tion to resubmission, he would not 
refuse to submit the question if pe­ 
titioned to do so. That the next gov­ 
ernor will be confronted with such 
a petition is absolutely certain, be­ 
cause it is already on file and will 
be inherited from the present admin­ 
istration. 
“Inasmuch as the most that the 
next governor can do for the anti­ 
prohibitionists is 
to 
resubmit 
the 
question of prohibition, the position 
taken by Mr. Cruce on resubmission 
is satisfactory to them, and is evinc-

ed by the fact that nearly if not 
all 
of the 
anti-prohibition 
papers 
are supporting him, and many of the 
strongest leaders of the anti-prohi­ 
bition element, who made 
the 
fight 
against prohibition three years ago, 
are bis stanchest advocates. There­ 
fore, 
notwithstanding 
Mr. 
Cruce’s 
high standing as a man and his per­ 
sonal views favorable to prohibition, 
there is no escape from the conclu­ 
sion that a vote for Cruce is a vote 
for resubmission. 
“Mr. Murray takes the same posi­ 
tion on the resubmission question 
which Gov. Haskell maintains, and 
says in his written statement, and 
has said repeatedly from the plat­ 
form: 
“I shall submit this question of 
prohibition in the form of a constitu­ 
tional amendment for its repeal only 
when the highest court in the land 
has said that the twenty-one year 
clause for the Indian Territory is un­ 
constitutional. J shall veto any effort 
of the legislature to repeal this law 
as long as it is a part of the con­ 
stitution, and I shall favor no mod­ 
ification thereof, except to strength­ 
en its enforcing provisions; and I 
shall 
enforce its provisions using 
every power of the state government, 
and if necessary, the militia of the 
state.’ 
“Therefore, inasmuch as a vote for 
Murray is a vote against resubmis­ 
sion, and inasmuch as resubmission 
is the one vital issue of this cam­ 
paign, it was moved and carried that 
the league recommend to its adher­ 
ents in the democratic party to sup­ 
port Mr. Murray for the nomination 
for governor in the coming primar­ 
ies. 
“Moreover, Mr. Murray has the rec­ 
ord, as president of the constitution­ 
al convention and as speaker of the 
house of representatives in the First 
Legislature, of having done more, 
perhaps, than any other man, except 
Gov. Haskell, toward placing prohibi­ 
tion in the constitution and statues 
of this state. 
“Among the republican candidates, 
C. G. Jones made no reply to the 
league’s letter of inquiry, and was, 
therefore, 
upon 
motion 
eliminated 
from consideration. 
While John Fields declared for 
prohibition he also declared that he 
would resubmit the question upon be­ 
ing petitioned to do so. Accordingly 
he was not indorsed. 
“T. B. Ferguson and J. W. McNeal 
were indorsed as being equally sat­ 
isfactory in that they both stand for 
prohibition, for law enforcement and 
are personally opposed to resubmis­ 
sion, but neither expressed himself 
as to whether he would require a de­ 
cision of the courts upon the consti­ 
tutionality of the twenty-one year 
clause before submitting the prohi­ 
bition question again to the people 
and the hoard was unable to find a 
sufficient reason for discriminating 
between the two candidates.”

Use of Magneto In Flour Miffs. 
Explosions are often caused in flour 
mills and breweries by nails or other 
Iron particles that find their way In' 
the grain and which when they strike 
the steel rolls of the mills produce 
sparks and ignite the finely pulverized 
material about them. 
Recently a Urge malting oonoerm 
that baa been troubled by many such 
explosions installed a set of electro­ 
magnets over which the grain is passed 
before being prepared for shipment to 
the breweries. All iron particles in the 
fN lb tire stoked up by Urn magneto 
and 800 to 1,000 bushels of grain ara 
cleaned an hour. When the magneto 
have collected a Usee amount of metal' 
they are swung to ane side, de-«ner- 
glsed and swept clean of any particles 
adhering to them by residual magnet­ 
ism.
